-In response to Applicants' argument that Kaminsky fail to disclose "replicating of a hierarchy of classes", as recited in claim 1, Examiner 
notes that this limitation is disclosed in Kaminsky at page 10, 2nd paragraph. The claimed element "hierarchy of classes in the remote 
system is deemed inherent to Kaminsky as described in the above paragraph. In order to locate the method in the remote system, the 
RMI call has to search through the directory of classes (e.g., hierarchy of classes) that are present on the remote system, also see FIG. 
4A, 4B, and 5 and related discussion. 

-In response to Applicants' argument that Kaminsky fail to disclose "a local system that includes a "proxy" for each interface of a remote 
system", as recited in claim 3 and that the Examiner fails to provide support for that claimed element, the Examiner maintains that this 
claimed element is disclosed at page 8, lines 20-40 and page 7, lines 25-35. Therefore, the Examiner considers that he has provided 
proper support for this claimed element in Kaminsky. 
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
